A NIBBLE FROM FRANCE. 
The French weekly journal L’Tllustration ad- 
vocates the sale to the United States of France's 
possessions in the Caribbean, the islands of Mar- 
tinique, Guadeloupe, St. Barthelemy, and Marie- 
Galante. The source of the suggestion lends it 
importance, for L’Illustration is an honored insti- 
tution in the world of French periodicals. 
L'Illustration suggests that it is better to sell 
the islands now than to lose them in some fu- 
ture war, and it recalls that this was Napoleon's 
when he sold Louisiana for the bargain 
of $15,000,000, a transaction much criticized 
the time but now justified by historians. 
“To Americans this does not sound like plausible 
reasoning. We are so temperamentally pacific 
that we cannot understand Europe's distrust of 
our motives. Seize the French islands should 
the United States and France come into conflict 
about some other matter? Yes. But go to war 
in order to gain possession of the islands? Such 
a thought is beyond American contemplation. 
But so far as the suggestion of an immediate 
sale of the islands is concerned the reasoning 
behind it makes no difference. The islands are 
not worth much as real estate, but strategically 
they are véry valuable indeed. The United States 
must command the Caribbean in order to secure 
the safety of the Panama canal and the Nic- 


{araguan canal route, and it is in the market to 


buy out any European owners. France owes the 
United States a large debt; the islands do not 
contribute much toward paying off that debt; 
they do not pay a decent interest on the capital 
value they enjoy on the market with the United 
States as purchaser. To keep them is only senti- 
ment. To sell them would be good business. 
There should be some semi-official way to let 
France know that if it wishes to sell the islands 
on account of a portion of the debt, the United 
States will be generous about the price. Then 
Great Britain may find it easier to consider the 
sale of more important islands in the Caribbean. 


|CANADA’S TERMS. FOR THE 


WATERWAY. | 

Canada is said to be willing to coperate with 
the United States in constructing the St. Lawrence 
seaway on condition that the United States lower 
its tariffs upon the products of Canadian farms and 
fisheries. In addition, the United States is asked 
to waive any claim to power generated along the 
waterway in Canada and to come to a seftlement 


Chicago. 

If these are indetd the Canadian terms we can 
only believe they are being put forward for bar- 
gaining , im recognition of the strong 
position in which the United States enters the 
negotiations. At present much of Canadian pros- 
perity arises directly from the fact that the Cana- 
dian railroads are permitted to carry American 
goods between the east coast, particularly New 
England, and the middle west. ‘Without that busi- 
ness and the right to control railroad connections 
in the United States, it is plain that the Canadian 
railroads would be go seriously crippled as to em- 
barrass the Canadian government which owns 
them. 


THE ARCHITECTS FOR. 
THE FAIR. 


The architectural commission for the world’s 
fair of 1933 promises great achievement. It in- 
cludes three Chicagoans—Bennett, Hubert Burn- 
ham, and Holabird—and five distinguished archi- 
tects of other cities. Arthur Brown Jr. of San 
Francisco is the designer of the library of Stan- 
ford university and of the Horticultural building 
at the Panama-Pacific exposition. Raymond Hood 
is one of the architects of the Tribune Tower. 
Harvey Corbett is best known, perhaps, for his 
Bush Terminal office building in New York. Paul 
Cret designed the Pan-American Union building 
in Washington, D. C. Ralph T. Walker recently 
was awarded the medal of the Architectural 
‘League of New York for thy New York Telephone | 
building. 

Those in charge of the fair are apparently com- 
mitted to the idea of locating it on the chain of 
islands built and to be built between Grant park 
and Jackson park. Unquestionably some of the 
buildings should be placed there, but we believe 
it might be well, before reaching a final decision, 
to consult the commission of architects on the 
advisability of distributing the fair about the city. 
Visitors will be unable to see all that is to be 
seen in one day, and it is plain that one of the 
most pressing problems—that of transportation— 
can be met most easily by locating the buildings 
in monumental! sites in various sections. The fact 
that many of the buildings are to be permanent is 
an additional reason for placing them where they 
will be most useful subsequently. 

The membership of the commission indicates, 
glearly that no attempt will be made to repeat the 
use of the classical forms employed in the World's 
Fair of 1893, for the architects named, with one or 
two exceptions, have found little of their inspira- 
tion in Greece and Rome. They will work in 
another style, still to be determined, but they will 
have before them, as a standard of achievement, 
the earlier accomplishment.

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IODIZED SALT GOOD 
FORGOITER. 


HE use of simple chemicals in the 
prevention of goiter on a large 
scale by people unsupervised and 
unadvised does considerable good 
and very littl harm. This is the opin- 
jon of Dr. Robert Oleson. It is based 
largely on tw@wsurveys tmade in Cincin- 
nati—a before and after method. 

In 1924 he made an extensive study 
of the prevalence of goiter, especially 
among the children of that city. He 
established the fact that Cincinnati lay 
in the goiter belt. His study threw 
many sidelights on phases of the goiter 
question, in part because of what was 
done, and the publicity given the gub- 
ject. The use of iodine salt became 
fairly general In addition, other meth- 
ods of using iodine were made use of. 


~ 

In 1927 Dr. Oleson resurveyed Cincin- 
nati, fin a lessened incidence of the 
disease aria a considerable reduction in 
the number of goiters of moderate and 
marked degree. This means that goiter 
was not quite as pr@valent in 1927, that 
the age at which goiter appeared indi- 


notable decrease in the thyroid enlarge- 
ments of considerable size noted in 
1924 and again in 1927. This was due 
largely to efficient treatment instituted 
by physicians at the instigation of par- 
ents. It is possible that iodized sak and 
other prophylactics may also have ex- 
erted a favorable influence.” 


The small/goiters which appear in, so 
many children about the time they are 
| Catering their “teens” are not of great 
consequence. Most of them tend to dis- 
appear spontaneously as the child ma- 
tures. That does not mean they should 
be disregarded entirely. Conditions are 
not one hundred per cent right or they 
would not,appear. In a fair number 
of instances they do not disappear 
spontaneously and, finally, children with 
these simple goiters need to get a little 
more than an even break. 

But the principal value of this study 
is that it seems to justify Dr. Oleson in 
saying that the wide use of iodized salt 
does considerable good and almost no 
harm.

WAY CHEAPEN 
POWER 


BY HARPER LEECH. 

If it is logical and dedirable for the 
government to build plants to generate 
electric power, it is much more fra- 
tional and logical for the govern- 
ment to build transmission lines. The 


‘it can be hollow. Where a great water 


only arguments for government con- 
struction of generating plants are that 
private capital is unwilling to under- 
take works of great first cost, and 
that where such vast capital outlays 
are required, the government can get 
the money cheaper and reduce fixed 
charges. 

But so far nobody has had the temer- 
ity to say that private capital hasn't 
provided generating capacity as fast as 
there was demand for power, 


The private householder is the special 
concern of those who want to build pub- 
lic generating plants, and many of them 
have advanced the idea that such plants 
could distribute current through exist- 
ing transmission systems, but control- 
ling and lowering the price. But the 
cost of manufacturing electricity is but 
a small item in the household bill. It 
costs four times as much to. deliver a 
kilowatt hour of electricity to a domes- 
tic consumer as to the average’ indus- 
trial consumer. If the people afe to be 
saved from the “ power trust,” the sav- 
ing will have to be done nearer home 
than at Muscle Shoals or Boulder Dam. 
The real stuff would be government 
transmiseion lines and free house wiring. 
The power industry this year is set 
to spend $273,000,000 on new generating 
stations and about $625,000,000 for trans- 
mission and distributing facilities. 


That shows where government money 
would really cut fixed charges. 

Here in Illinois, where 132,000 volt 
transmission lines are the largest which 
have usually been found economical 
under existing conditions, transmission 
of current (not the relaying of power) 
is limited commercially to 100 or 160 
miles, depending upon a number of fac- 
tors. The loss of power is approxi- 
mately 10 per cent per 100 miles. 
But theoretically there is no limit 
to the transmission of power, if the 
size of the conductor te increased, and 


power is remote from the consumption

NE of the arguments put for- 
ward in behalf of the “ art-thea- 
ters” is that they are more 
than just likely to give plays 
that don't appeal to managers who 
are in it for money. One of the argu- 
ments put forward by managers who 
are in it for money is that the plays 
preferred by the “ art-theaters ” do not 
have the general appeal that would 
bring in money—money for rent, for 
actors, for paraphernalia, for réclame, 
and related matters, including food 
and raiment for the managers. Well, 
the Goodman Memorial is an art- 
theater: if its almoners don't say‘ it is, 
its advocates and adulants do; and it 
is now exhibiting Ibsen's “The 
Vikings of Helgeland,” which no man- 
ager in it for the money has ever 
done in this country. _ 

Now, before going into the manner 
in which it is being exhibited, it is 
well to state that adequate perform- 
ance of “ The Vikings” is not within 
the easy resources of any theater in 
the world today, whether “com- 
mercial’ or subvented; and I’m not | 
making an exception of the Moscow) 
Art Theater. I don’t mean that Ibsen 
wrote a play impossible of practicable 
realization in performance, but that he 
wrote one of a style in and for which 
actors no longer are trained and 
schooled, and on a theme without 
widespread appeal outside the Scan- 
dinavian countries.
